Most payments go 
to mothers, and some local 
programs — trying to dis­ 
cou rage mothers from having 
m o r e children to increase 
Iheir benefits — prohibit pay­ 
ments to families with a man 
in the hou se.

Tlir av rraee Amoricnn is lik ely to areejit the dev alua- 
finn of the liritish pound with a shrug of his shoulders but 
such lack of interest could he a mistak e. When all is said 
and done, there i." not much the U.S. citizen can do one 
way or another alMuit the dev aluation but he should hope it 
work s. 
Further, the de\el(» pmenl is a fascinating and major 
one in the comnlex fiel't of international monetary affairs. 
Simply stated, dev aluation of the pound 
means that the 
pound will buy less than it did before. 
Where the British pound was equal to $2.80, it is now 
equal to $2 40 Britain has accompanied its dev aluation with 
higher interest rates and slifler credit requirements on 
the retail lev el. 


One of the prime objects of all this is to improv e the 
Briti.sh balance of pav mcnts situation Britain ha.s been ojv 
erating with imports far exceeding exfKirts, just as the U.S. 
has been doing 
And a.s with the U.S., where conditions hav e not yet 
become critical, this .simply means that the nation is spend­ 
ing more internationally than it is mak ing. The net etiect 
in .simple language is that the nation is going brok e on the 
international .sfene and this it cannot do without domestic 
financial disaster. 
This should tell you something about the eoneern felt 
around the world for the dev aluation. Obv iously, if the de­ 
v aluation Is to work . Kngland will hav e to end up improv ­ 
ing her balance uf payments. 
But when you get all done with it. she can hardly im- 
juov e except at the expense of other nations The big ques­ 
tion is how much other nations are willing to .suffer in or­ 
der to .shore up the British economy. 
★ 
^'ou may say that we should not suffer at all, that we 
should maintain as fav orable a balance ourselv es as we 
can and let the British worry about themsclv e.s. Bui this 
IS not to our own best interests in the long-run. 
To ottset the dev aluation, other nations hav e to dev alue 
them.selv es, establish import quotas, adjust interest rates, 
curtail international borrowing, etc. The trouble with all this 
1.4 that it tends to destroy the currency of all nations. 
It tends to produce an international recession and we 
are a part of that international scene. Since we are a part 
of this international scene, we obv iously would suffer in any 
recession that affected it 
And such actions and reactions internationally tend to 
affect local economics. Doincstie producers arc innucnced 
by imports and foreign inv estors are influenced by actions 
ill Furopc. All of this produces an uncertainty and lack of 
confidence. 
★ 
In the face of declining confidence, the reaction is gen­ 
erally to do nothing. This m eans a curtailment of inv est­ 
ment and of spending which, in turn, means no one mak ing 
any money. 
The end result of that. then, is a further recessionary 
pressure which we would feel on our own domestic scene. 
There are a multitude of imponderables in all ot this but 
it should be obv ious to anyone that the dev aluation is far 
from a m atter of no consequence to .Americans. 
Already, the Federal Reserv e Board has Increased its 
discount r k e by 
per cent. This is to at least hold rates 
at an attractiv e lev el here to discourage wholesale inv est- 
nieiits abroad to tap the spiralling rates there. 
But the av erage consumer mak es nothing out of higher 
interest rates and is lik ely to lose in the long-run Irom the 
board’s latest action. The dev aluation will be watched with 
great interest and with hope that it meets with more suc­ 
cess than retaliation on the world scene.

HONG K()NG-” ‘ilin l.ai is 
a little girl who needs no ex­ 
planation of pov erty. She is 
always hungry.” 
These two bleak , pathetic 
sentences were the first de­ 
scription of our Chinese fos­ 
ter c h i 1 d that m y husband 
and I receiv ed in January, 
!%(). We had ask ed the Fos­ 
ter P arents’ Plan, Inc.. to 
giv e us a child where the 
need was greatest. 
It chose Hin Lai, 8, the linii- 
grv little girl whose parents 
had fled to Hong Kong from 
Communist C hi n a, as hav e 
from two million to three 
million other Chinese since 
the 
Red 
tak e-ov er of 
the 
mainland in 1949. 
Many times we hav e felt 
that Hin Lai’s family was as 
afflicted as Job. Her father, 
a well-educated man and a 
form er career officer in the 
Chinese 
Nationalist 
Army, 
dev eloped tuberculosis. For 
three years he was almost 
completely incapacitated. No 
sooner was he on the way to 
recov ery 
than 
Hin 
Lai’s 
mother was felled by a heart 
ailment. 
For almo.st eight years I 
hav e longed to see our fos­ 
ter daughter, and at last I 
hav e. And her family, too. 
All the English that Hin 
I.ai has studied so assidous- 
ly ov er the years in prep ara­ 
tion for just such a meeting 
d e s e r t e d her complete­

Tho.se behind these efforts and tho.se 
who sign the petitions inv olv ed can be con­ 
sidered as nothing but destructiv e. They 
are seek ing their own selfish objectiv es at 


the expense of state gov ernment and the 
welfare of all citizens. It could well be dis­ 
astrous for either of these efforts to suc­ 
ceed. 
Either of them would return the state 
to a single form of tax income which, at 
current lev els of spending, would be con­ 
fiscatory, Either a sales or property tax 
would be astronomical with the adv ance 
in state appropriations made in the last 
session of the Legislature 
This adv ance has 
finally 
giv en 
.Ne­ 
brask a hope of meeting some of the prob­ 
lems that hav e confronted it in the past 
and it is emerging from the financial dol­ 
drums in which it has been mired for a long 
time.

In diabetic coma the pa­ 
tient is stuporous or uncon- 
•scious; sk in is dry: breath­ 
ing is heav y: there is a fruity 
(acetone > odor to the breath. 
Such a person reijuires hos­ 
pitalization at once for in­ 
tensiv e treatment. 
The insulin reaction is ac­ 
tually quite ditferent if one 
k nows what to look tor. The 
patient acts confu.sed (easily 
mistak en 
for 
intoxication! 
the sk in is pale and moist 
(not dry). There may be con­ 
v ulsiv e jerk y mov ements. 
First aid for this is sugar 
in the form of fruit juice 
candy, pop. or syrup in w a­ 
ter. The onset of a reaction 
is more sudden than that of 
a coma and frequently oc­ 
curs before a meal depend­ 
ing on the type of insulin 
used. The point is that just 
before a meal the patient 
has used up his sugar sup­ 
ply. his blood sugar lev el 
m ay reach too low a lev el, 
and the insulin reaction oc­ 


curs, He Tieeds a bit of sugar 
to balance the excess of in­ 
sulin at that moment 
That is v v 'ny a diabetic is 
adv ised not to tak e a na|> 
before meal.^.

be from

blood sugar lev el and what 
he neds is food, not a naf). 
Tlicre is a drug, glucagon, 
w hi c h can be injected to 
rai.se the blood sugar prom pt­ 
ly if a person is unable to 
fak e sugar by mouth when a 
reaction occurs. It is wise for 
diabetics who are prone to 
insulin reaction to k eep this 
drug on hand, and mak e sure 
that the family k nows how to 
use it. It comes in a fixed 
dose, so there is no problem 
there. It is just a m atter of 
injecting it with the insulin 
syringe.

RFK O n c e Urged As Vietnam Ambassador 


W.ASHINGTON-Gen. Wil­ 
liam Westmoreland told a 
closed meeting of the House 
Armed Serv ices Committee 
that he saw no need at the 
present time to increase our 
arm ed forces in 
Vietnam, 
now numbering about 501),- 
000 troops. 


He also strongly 
indicat­ 
ed that this number might 
be e n ou g h 
to 
carry 
us 
through the war, though he 
didn’t 
definitely 
commit 
himself. .Nor would he com­ 
ment on how soon the war 
could be b r 0 u g h t 
to 
a 
close. 


He did. howev er, say that 
we could 
begin a 
“ phase­ 
out” of our mission in Viet­ 
nam — meaning a turnov er 
of eombut operations on a 
larger scale 
to

Vietnamese — if the effec­ 
tiv eness of South Vietnamese 
troops continued to improv e. 


‘i can report to you that 
there has been a steady im ­ 
prov ement in the effectiv e­ 
ness of these troops in ev ery 
way, including morale and 
discipline.” he said. “They 
are reliable combat soldiers 
in the majority and we are 
not hav ing .AWOL problems 
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to speak of. 
“ We hav e already serv ed

And there were some who yawned this fall when De- 
vine. noting that many lorecasters were picking his Tigers 
for fifth in the league, declared, ‘if weTe fifth, then the 
Big Eight is going to have a mighty fine football team in 
fifth place.” 
The happenings of the past !0 weeks have made Duke 
and Devine very perceptive fellows since the Big Eight 
has proven it is big league; the Big Eight, although per­ 
haps a year late, does have more first division teams than 
at any other time regardless of what your math teacher 
tells you: and the Big Eight will have a mighty fine foot­ 
ball team in fifth place. 


Huskcrs Fifth Place Team 
That fifth place team is likely to be Nebraska. A Husk- 
er win over Oklahoma Thursday would clinch a fourth 
place tie for NU. putting the Iluskcrs, along with the Mis- 
souri-Kansas loser in a tie for fourth and fifth, 
Oklahoma Stale could join the group with wins over 
Kansas Stale and Oklahoma. If these combinations occur, 
the I5ig Eight would have a three-way tie for first among 
Oklahoma. Colorado and the .Missouri-Kansas winner, all 
with .5-2 records.
